LAW REQUIRED BULL BAITING 


Belief at One Time Prevailed in Eng­ 
land That the Practice Im­ 
proved Quality of Beef. 


As looked at in England, although 
bull baiting was a cruel pastime, it 
was also a fulfilling of the law, for 
formerly no butcher was allowed to 
offer for sale the flesh of any bull thut 
had 
n<*t been halted, tile 
Brooklyn 
Eagle rem arks. 
T he goading of the 
bull 
with dogs until 
Its 
fury 
was 
aroused was supposed to have some 
influence on the flesh. 
In a sim ilar 
belief the flesh of a hunted hare was 
thought superior In flavor to one that 
had not been and the present of a 
“hunted hare" was considered to be a 
special compliment. 
In the records of 
the corporation of Leicester, England, 
the following orders appear to have 
been issued at a common hall held on 
Thursday before St. Simon and St. 
Jude. 14G7: “ No butcher to kill a bull 
till batell.” 
At W inchester it w as or­ 
dered “that henceforth there shall be 
no bulstak** set before the mayor a 
door to bnyfe any bull, but only In 
bullrings in said cytte.’ 
The practice 
formerly was very popular in England 
and among those who at a later period 
patronized 
bull baiting were W ind­ 
ham and Barr, and even Canning and 
Peel opposed the passage of the law 
that abolished the buil-baitlug. 


G a, April.- Reports receiv­ 
ed from fertilizer companies indicate 
that the Southern fanner f I! a goo! 
deal short of using as much fertihz 
at planting time this year as u 
eral reasons are a lig n e d ,

successful Southern 
farm ers. 
In f.v't, the Williamson nef.h 
od of growing corn that is popular in 
the coastal plains region of th< South, 
provides that no fertilizer be applied 
except as side applications to tho corn 
crop. 
On the question of atle applications 
of fertilizers, J N. Harper, director of 
the Soil Improvement Com mittee and 
recognized 
authority on agricultural 
m ethods of the South says that there 
are more than the usual advantages 
this year In favor of side applications 
The reason is apparently favorable to 
giving good response to fertilizers 
A word of caution Is. however, sound 
ed by Mr. H arper 
He says that the 
side applications should be made early 
Late applications to cotton will only 
prolong the growth of the plant and 
favor the boll weevil. 
He says that 
it will he better to make both the side 
applications of complete fertilizers and 
the nitrogen top dressing within six 
weeks after planting, where the boll 
weevil Is present. 
For corn. he states that side applica­ 
tions are quite generally made too late 
to get the hest results. 
On clay loam 
or heavy soils he advises a side appli­ 
cation and nitrogen dressing when the 
corn is from knee to waist high 
For 
sandy or light soils, he says that side 
applications can be made later, that la. 
when the corn is waist to shoulder 
high, but before it begins to bunch to 


Mr. H arper says that care must be 
taken to use only readily available 
form s of fertiliser so that the growing 
plants can utilize them In promoting 
rapid growth and development of fruit. 
The fertilizer should contain phos­ 
phoric acid in the form of acid phos-

The bringing in of an oil field 
is 
1 brightening daily and there is but 
little doubt that the year 1921 will w it-, 
ness the opening up of a groat fi-dd in 
this immediate section 
After many 
obstacles, that would have discouraged 
less determined men, the Medina Oil 
Development Company’s well is again 
in good shape and active drilling is 
again in progress a little below 1,100 
feet. 
This w*>ll has been a favorable 
proposition from the ti-si 3*H) feet anil 
every geologist and practical oil man 
who has visited the well regatds the j 
bringing In of a gtwid well almost be­ 
yond question, 
The promoters of this 
proposition anticipate a rich strike any j 
da*. 
The Lane Taylor No. I, on 
the 
Haegelin farm, is drilling a little below 
800 feet. 
Great d.ffieulty from caving 
has been encountered in this well, but 
it is now in g *od shape with casing ai! 
set 
A very promising oil strike was 
made in this well a few days ago, and 
perforated casing has been ordered by 
express and a thorough test-out will 
be made, 
lf the yield is satisfactory 
it is supposed drilling w ill be halted; 
otherwise it will be sunk to a greater 
depth. 
The Ewell-Nalle well, on the Nixon 
ranch, has encountered difficulties in 
the way of very hard rock almost from 
the date of ^pudding in. but it is 
thought they will soon strike more fa­ 
vorable drilling conditions. 
This well 
was drilling at a little over 200 feet 
Monday. 
A new well will be spudded in May 
5th, on the .lack Fus9eiman tract, a 
mile or more distant from the Medina 
Oil Development Company’s well. This 
new well is said to be a southern I acific 
railroad proposition, and it also said 
this company will sink several other 
wells in the near future. 
It is well 
known that that company has had 
geologists in this territory for more 
than a year and that a thorough geolog­ 
ical survey ha* been made. 
I he loca­ 
tions for the other proposed tests have 
not as yet been announced. 
'I he locations of th«se various wells 
from one anomer makes certain a 
thorougn exploitation of that section 
for oil.

of the present tests then there is but

Whether there ii a paying strike 
rn; de or not, ail hats off to the opti­ 
mistic gentlemen to whose persistent 
effort the present exploitation work is 
directly traceable. 
Should a paying 
strike be ma le the whole credit will

LAW REQUIRED BULL BAITING 


Belief at One Time Prevailed in Bnf* 
land That the Practice Im­ 
proved Quality of Beef. 


As looked at in England, although 
hull baiting was a cruel pastime, It 
was also a fulfilling of the law, for 
formerly no butcher was allowed to 
offer for sale the flesh of any bull thut 
had not been baited, th** Brooklyn 
Eagle remarks. 
The goading of the 
bull with dogs until Its fury was 
aroused was supposed to have some 
Influence on the flesh. 
In a similar 
belief the flesh of a hunted hare was 
thought superior In flavor to one that 
had not been and the present of a 
“hunted flare” was considered to be a 
special compliment. 
In th** records of 
the corporation of Leicester, England, 
the following orders appear to have 
been issued at a common hall held on 
Thursday before St. Simon and St. 
Jude. 1467: “ No butcher to kill a bull 
till bated." 
At Winchester It was or­ 
dered “that henceforth there shall be 
uo bulstake set before the mayor’s 
door to bayte any bull, but only In 
bullrings in suid cytie.’ 
'I he practice 
formerly was very popular in England 
and among those who at a later period 
patronized bull baiting were Wind­ 
ham and Farr, and even Canning and 
Pet*! opposed the passage of the law 
thut abolished the hull-baiting. 


Atlanta, Ga , April.

plication of fertilizers Is quite common 
Iv followed 
by 
successful Southern 
farmers. 
In fact. the Williams »n neMi 
od of growing corn that Is popular In 
th** coastal pla na region of th** South 
provides thai no fertilizer he applied 
except as side applications to the corn j 
crop. 
On the question of aide appiu.attolls 
of fertilizers. J N. Harper, director of 
the Soil Improvement Committee and 
recognized 
authority on agricultural 
methods of the South, says, that there 
are more than the usual advantages 
this year In favor of side applications. 
The reason Is apparently favorable to 
giving good response to fertilizers 
A word of caution Is. however, sound 
ed by Mr. Harper 
He says that the 
side applications should be made early 
Late applications to cotton will only j 
prolong the growth of the plan* and 
favor the boll weevil 
He says that 
It will be better to make both the side 
applications of complete fertilizers and 
the nitrogen top dressing within six 
weeks after planting, where the boll 
w eevil Is present. 
For corn. he states that side applica­ 
tions are quite generally made too late 
to get the hest results. 
On clay loam 
or heavy soils he advises a side appli­ 
cation and nitrogen dressing when the 
corn is from kn**e to waist high 
For 
sandy or light soils, he says that side 
applications can be made later, that is. 
when the corn Is waist to shoulder 
high, but before it begins to bunch to 


Mr. Harper says that care mils* be 
taken to use only readily available 
forms of fertilizer so that th* growing 
plants can utilise them In promoting 
rapid growth and development of fruit. 
The fertilizer should contain phos­ 
phoric acid in the form of acid phos-
